to th eassumption that Manch- 
orian and Peking military chlef- 


- tains'had reachepj an agreement.

Feng Tu-Hsiang, the "Christian gen- 
eral" was with

only 
deadlocked the convention for more 
than 
100 ballots, arrayed delegates 
into hostile 
camps 
and thwarted 
the nomination of most-favored can- 
didates, but which is now held res- 
ponsible for the defections which be- 
cloud the party's prospect for victory. 
Not in a decade had Democrafc ex- 
pectation of victory been so confident 
as It waa this year, prior to the New 
York convention. 
Every factor necessary for a win- 
ning campaign seemed to be at hand. 
The administration 
in power 
had 
been involved in one of the biggest 
•candala in national history- 
All the 
ammunition thought to be needed to

It it agreed that the diet of many 
people is deficient in iodine.

statement is true of only two 'other 
minerals—lime and iron—so far as 
•we know. Neither animals nor plants 
can manufacture iodine. All they do 
ie to pick it up from soil where they 
grow, from the food they eat. or the 
water they drink, and s;ore t in one 
form or another for the plants and 
animals which, in time, banquet on 
the banqueters. If a plant grows in a 
eon poor in iodine the plant will be 
poor in that mineral. If. on the other 
hand, it grows on s. soil that is rich 
la iodise it will be rich in that min- 
eral - Soils vary greatly in their 
Iodine content. 
So do fresh waters. 
Bat not so sea water. It is uniformly 
rich in it- 
Therefore animals and

Home Field First. 


Jp wonder how many of my readers 


when they have money to invest turn 
their attention first to the home field.

about that people take the longest 
kind of chances with their money in 
enterprises about which it is impossi- 
ble for them to secure any kind of re- 
liable information. The inclination is 
to overlook opportunities in 
their 


own city or town. 
Somehow it is 


more interesting to take a risk where 
distance 
lends enchantments. 
City 


people want to put their money into 
some agricultural enterprise. - tropi- 
cal fruit plantation or a "unit or- 
chard." Country people will buy real 
estate in some development which 
they have never seen, paying prices 
which the normal growth of that par- 
ticular locality will not iustify in a 
quarte'r of a century. 
Sometimes, of 


course, they win but more often they 
lose. 
My suggestion is that you reverse 


this policy the next time you have a 
few hundred dollars to invest. Look 
feround at home first. It may be that 
the public utility which serves your 
neighborhood is offering an issue of 
preferred stock to its customers. Cer- 
tainly it is worth considering whether 
your funds are not safer ill some 
business the progress of which you 
can watch every business da-- in the 
year than it is to take a venture in 
the dark. It ought to be a matter of 
local pride to help build up your own 
industry. 
It may be, too, that there 


is a good building and loan associa- 
tion right around the corner lending 
monev to build more hom*"* for your ! 
neighbors and so increase the wealth ! 
and prosperity of the locality as a 
whole. Why not investigate here be- 
fore you reach out elsewhere?
